In the. x iii Chapter hee tea⸗ 
chcth to deate ſoberlye with the 
conſciences of the weake in the 
faith, which pet vnderſtand not 
the libertie of Chꝛiſt perfectlpe 
vnough, and to fauour them of 
Chꝛiſten loue, and not to ble 
b libertpe of the faith vnto hin⸗ 
doraunce, but vnto the kurde⸗ 
rance and edifipng of p weake. 
Foz where ſuch conſideration 
is not there foloweth debate 
and deſfpyſing of the Golpell. 
It is better there to fozbeare 
the weake a whple, vntill they 
ware ſtrong, than that the lear⸗ 
ning of the Soſpel ſhould _ 
alto⸗ 
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altogither vnder foorc. And ſuch 
wozke is ſpngular wozke of 
loue,yea and where loue is per 
fecte there muſk needes be ſuch 
a reſpect vnto p weake, a thing 
that Chꝛyſt commaunded and 
charged to bee had aboue all 
thynges.

fleſh, vea, and ſomctime b2cake 
foꝛth into outward derdes. 
After that to conclude with⸗
